Off Coast of Newfoundland . 


PASSENGERS IN A PANIO 


Rougher Element Used Knives la 


Struggle Wltk 8*amen to Secure 
Boats—Rough Weather Would Have 
Caused Loss of All on Board 


St. John's, Jnne 27.—Tbe Orient Steam 


Navigation fompany's liner Lusitania, 
which is under base to the Elder-Demp- 
ster line, and is commanded by Captain 
McKay, from Liverpool, June 18, for 
Montreal, having 500 passengers on 
board, was wrecked off Cape Ballard. 


The Lusitama was bound around Cape 


Race, for Montreal, with a large cargo 
and a shipload of passengers. She mis- 
took her course in a dense fog, and went 
ashore near Reaeva, 20 miles north of 
Cape itace. The ship ran over a reef 
and hangs against a cliff. 


The passengers, who are mostly emi- 


grants, were panic-stricken. 
They 


stampeded and fought for the boats, but 
were overcome by the officers and crew,' 
who secured control after great trouble 
and prolonged struggle with the rougher 
elements among the passengers, who 
used knives. 


The women and children were first 


landed, and the men followed. 
The 


crew stood by the ship. All the pas- 
sengers were saved, but they lost all 
their baggage. 


The steamer Glencoe arrived here at 


midnight, bringing six first-class, 15 sec- 
ond and 430 steerage passengers, and 
93 of the crew of tbe Lnsltania. Cap- 
tain McKay aud the chief officers of the 
ship remained with the wreck. 


The passengers are almost entirely 


Polish and Russian Jews. 
The Lus- 


Itanla struck the reef at 1:30 Tuesday 
morning during a dense fog. 
Captain 


McKay had to force the ship np on tlie 
reef, for if he reversed the engines tbe 
whole ship's bottom would have been 
torn out, and she wonld have sunk in- 
stantly. 


Three hours elapsed between the time 


when the ship struck and the time the 
passengers started to disembark." This 
delay was occasioned by the difficulty in 
controlling the mob and handling the 
boats. , All tbe passengers and crew 
agree that if the ship had struck the 
rocks In rongh weather, not a soul on 
board would have been saved. 


The last message to.the agents hereof 


the ship say that tbe vessel is hard and 
firm aground on the reef, and is a hope- 
less wreck. 
Her engine room is full 


of holes and flooded. Her forehold is 
also flooded. The ship Is listed heavily 
to port, and the waves are washing fn 
and out of her forward atfld aft holds. 
The after decks are under water. A 
strong northeast breeze is rising, and 
tumbling up a heavy sea, which will 
soon dismantle the ship.

NOT OVJB FIFTY LIVES LOST 


According to an Official Statement by 


Goveraor Whlte-Klkhom Valley 
People Being Believed—Provisions 
Scarce In Bemote Districts. 


Charleston, W. Va., June 27.—Gov- 


ernor White yesterday issued the follow- 
ing to the public: 


"Advices received from personal rep- 


resentatives sent to Keystone and the 
flooded district in the B'lat Top region 
are to the effect that the loss of life will 
not exceed 50, and that there is no dis- 
tress which cannot be provided for by 
the home people, and there is no need of 
outside help of any kind. 
The offers 


i-of help from all over the country have 


been generous, and are highly appre- 
ciated. 
If it should develop that aid 


from the ontside is needed, I will take 
occasion to iilform the people'of West 
Virginia of that fact. 
In any event 


I feel sure that the citizens of this state 
wilt be willing and able to supply any 
aid that may be needed." 


A Bluefleld dispatch" Jsays that at 


Norwood a new iron bridge, just com- 
pleted, is a total wreck. A great pile 
of debris near the bridge was found, 
and in it a miner's cabin, in which was 
a colored child, about 3 years old- It 
had bnen Imprisoned two day*,''and was 
exhausted from thirst and hunger. Its 
miraculous escape is due to the fact that 
this cabin was thrown on the already 
accumulated drift above'the crest of 
the receding flood. This little one's 
parents have not been found.

A RAID THAT WAS ALL CAREFULLY 


PLANNED IN ADVANCE* 


•low Men Like tbe Yonngrer and tb* 


J«mc» Brother* CfVld Ride Into & 


' Town In Broad Dayllgrbt, Rob a 


Bank «ad Get Aw»r. 
"How was it ever possible for a half 


flozen men to ride into a small town like 
Korthfield, Minn., rob a bank and ride 
away?" asked a reporter of a roan in 
ICew York who knew the Younger broth- 
ers and the James boys. 


"Such a thing," was the reply, "could 


not be done so easily now as in 1876. 
Bank robbery requires nerve of a pecul- 
iar order. I never engaged in the busi- 
hess myself, bnt at one time in my life I 
knew men who did. I was personally nc- 
juainted, for instance, with the Youngers 
ind the Jameses. Left to themselves, 
the James boys 'would never have been 
kuccessfnl in bank robbery. They were 
better at holding np stagecoaches and 
railroad trains. But, to answer your ques- 
tion directly, the Northfield bank affair 
IwlU illustrate the method. 


"The gang that rode into Minnesota did 


not plan any particular robbery. It was 
a sort of bandits' outing party. They 
rode into Minnesota leisurely. The party 
was composed of Cole, Jim and Bob 
Younger, Frank and Jesse James, Char- 
ley Pitts, Bill Cbadwell and Clell Miller, 
{[hey were well mounted/ 


"The Youngers were the bnins of the 


party. They were always' men of good 
presence. Bob was as handsome as a 
well trained athlete. 
He always im- 


pressed women favorably. ' Jim was the 
politician of the trio. Qe could talk to 
men and get their confidence. Cole was 
more reserved, but he could have joined 
any church on his first application. His 
ftsrly training was in a religions direction. 


"These three visited some of the re- 


sorts in Minnesota before the Northfield 
affair ctua* off. They learned a good deal 
in their visits about towns, about the peo- 
ple, for yon must remember that they 
.were sway off their compass when they 
were 1n Minnesota. That** why they 
touched 'elbows with the people at the 
resorts. When the season was over, 
they knew th« o«st place to strike. They 
knew how te gat Into Northfield and how 
Io get out of it. - 


"Northfield had about 2,000 people. It 


(wan a quiet town. They didn't dash into 
It, as some people think. That isn't tbo 
.way raids on banks were made in those 
days. Bob Younger, Jesse James and 
Charley P4tts rods into the towa first, 
»ery leisurely. They bad no intention of 
creating any suspicion by doing anything 
«lse. It was a common occurrence for 
tnen to ride into town as they did. They 
tied their horses to a rack near tbe bank. 
[They stood on the corner, ss countrymen 
^o in a small town, and talked politics ss 
iron and I would, 


"At tte same time they were taking 


note of tbe people. They tarried on the 
(corner at the hoar of noon and- after, for 
that was the time when people in a town 
like Northfield were at dinner. They eat 
'dinner In such towns at noon. There 
were fewer people astir then than at any 
Vtber hoar. 
• "While they were talking the other 
members of the gang, having nndoubted- 
y bad some sort of signal, ctme wboop- 
ng wad shouting down the main street. 
These were Jim aid Cole Younger, Bill 
Cbadwell sad Clell Killer. Every one 
pf them bad been with Qaentrell, and 
is they rede they uttered the rebel yell, 
[t was new In Minnesota. Naturally, it 
jiUrtled the few people on y>* street. 


"As soon as Bob Younger and his two 


(friends saw that tbe people on tbe street 
were confused'they added to tbe cpnfu- 
Ision by running about, shouting, 'Get ofl 
{the streetr You know how easy it is 
{for one man to control a panic stricken 
ierowd. He can either make it ran like 
•cared animals or he eta, If he it cool, 
tonnd It up te a standstill. 
"The cry ef *Qrt eff the streetr was a 


new one in that inlet town. (That it wat 
ottered by strangers mtde no difference. 
People In t panic don't reason. If they 
fid, there would bt no fatalities.

"The monftnt Bob Younger saw the 


people on tbe run be and Pitts and James 
rushed Into the bank. They bad, how- 
ever, flushed tbe game. Tbe scare out- 
side had penetrated tbe bank. Tbe cash- 
ier, Haywood, bad time to fathom tbe 
situation. He slammed the inner door of 
the vault shut and locked it. He most 
have been an unusually quick man, men- 
tally as well as physically. 


"His act disconcerted even such men as 


Bob Younger and Jesse James. Tbe lat- 
ter lost his head.

SWEET PICKLES. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


It la at this season of the year that 
the good houaewife begins to fill \\v-v 
pantry with tljc 
favorite condiment 


known as sweet pickles. Sweet pieties 
may 
be made from 
many 
dift'erant 


things, and all ar« palatable, generally 
appetising, aud ac addition to 
tUe 


larder. As, generally spiking, these 
pickles are higbly spiced, they will with 
a little care keep a long time and often 
"fill n long-felt want." 


Watermelon rinds, cantaloupr-s, pears, 


ripe cucumbers, plums and quinces, afte 
among( the things utilized iu making 
sweet pioklea, and, speaking generally, 
all may be put up after the following 
recipe: To every seven pounds of the 
fruit allow four of sugar and a pint of 
vinegar, two teegpooufiils each of all- 
spice aud cinnamon, one of clovefe a 
few blades of mace and half an ounce 
of ginger root. Make a number of lit- 
tle cheese-cloth bags and distribute the 
spices evenlj in them. Put the sugar 
and vinegur over the fire to boil and 
throw in the spice bags; when boiling 
throw in the fruit, bring again to a 
boiling-point aod pour into, gtone jars. 
Never -use tin. or metal for this work. 
For nine consecutive days drain off the 
juice, bring to a boiling point and pour 
again over the fruit. The last time boil 
down the sjrrnp if there is too much to 
cover, and seal up the fruit. 


If cantaloupes are used, scrub and 


wash the outsides thoroughly, cut in 
halves, scoop out the seeds and soft iu- 
side, peel and cut into even sized pieces 
and place in a dish of ice-cold water. 
Let them lay a few minutes, then draia 
iu a colaader and then cook for twenty 
minutes in a kettle containing a dessert- 
spoonful of alum to every four quarts of 
boiling water. This is done to harden 
the melon. 


You may also take the cantaloupe or 


watermelon rind thus cooked and hard- 
ened in alum and make a delicious pre- 
serve. Cook the melon-when taken from 
the alum water in a syrup made of a 
pound Qf sugar and a cupful of water 
to every pound of- the fruit, adding four 
sliced lemons and four ounces of green 
ginger root to seven pounds of fruit. 


A rery fine pickle is made from 


peaches. Select ripe, firm fruit, allow a 
pound of sugar to a pint of vinegar, boil 
to syrup, flavor delicately with a tea- 
spoonful of extract of lemon, a blade of 
mace, half a dozen cloves end a stick of 
cinnamon. Weigh the fruit after you 
have pared it and allow seven pounds 
of it to five pounds of sugar. Drop the 
prepared Beaches in the sugar and vine- 
gar, let boll fifteen minutes, take up, 
put in jtVs and set aside for a day. Then 
drain off the syrup, heat it and pour it 
over the peaches, repeating this opera- 
tion at least five mornings. 


Sweet apples also make a very fine 


pickle. 
Take four pounds of selected 


apples, pare and cut into quarters. Make 
a syrup of three pounds of sugar and 
one quart ef vinegar, spice well, add the 
apples and cook slowly until tender. 
Put the fruit ia jars, boil the syrup 
thick, and pour over and seal up. 


A great wKny people associate all 


German ceoking with the heavy viands 
for which the German people have an 
enviable reputation. 
As a matter of, 


fact, while the German loves 'his saur 
kraut and Prankforts, his cheese and 
black bread, the German cook prides 
himself or herself the most on the sweet- 
meats. 
These latter are especially 


prized during the summer months when 
the heavier foods seem ,out of place. 
Among the ladies at afternoon parties, 
coffee, various colored junkets, coffee 
whip and a variety of the many little 
"Kuchen," for which Germany is fa- 
mous, are the favorites, but at the little 
affairs in which the gentlemen partici- 
pate a more substantial menu is pre- 
pared. 
Let me give you some recipes for some 


of those delicacies. 


BHOILED SALMON. 


Take two or three slices of salmon 


tbcut an inch thick, rub these over with 
fine salad oil or clarified butter and sea- 
son them well with salt, cayenne and 
lemon-juice, then broil, on a clean, hot 
gridiron,. which has been thoroughly 
greased, over a clear, hot fire. Turn the 
fish frequently so that it may be cooked 
equally all through, nnd in about a 
quarter of on hour it will be done 
enough, and ought, if the fire has been 
at the proper heat to be a rich golden 
brown. 
Place the slices of fith very 


neatly on a fiat, bed of well mashed po- 
tatoes and sprinkle them lightly with 
very finely minced parsley and sifted 
egg yolk. Serve with some favorite fish 
sauce ponred arennd the base, and more 
seat to the table iu a tureen. 


GERMAN LOVE KNOTS. 


One cupful each of lightly beaten egg 


and rich, sweet cream. Beat together 
and add flour to make a dough as stiff 
as you can work it. then roll out very 
thin. Invert over the dough a large cof- 
fee cup nnd cut around it with a jag- 
ging iron, then cot into strands the size 
of a large straw, cutting nearly across, 
but leaving an edge. Pass two knitting 
needles under every other strip. Spread 
the needles as far apart as possible, 
then with them on the needles hold in 
the fat until fried a light brown. 
Sprinkle with powdered iogar. 


CORNUCOPIAS. 


Cream1 half a cup cf butter and one 


cup of powdered sugar, add half a cup- 
ful of milk, drop by drop, and then add 
one and seven-eighths cnpfuls of flour 
and the extracts desired. Spread the 
mixture on the bottom of buttered puns, 
mark in three-inch squares and bake in 
a moderate oven. Roll immediately on 
being taken out. When cold fill with 
swetetencd and flavored whipped cream. 


KATFEE-KUCHEN. 


One pint of sponge bread, one table- 


ipoonful of molosses, one teacuptnl of 
sugar, one tescupful of seeded raisins. 
one-half tenspoonful soda, one egg, but- 
ter the sins of an egg. Add spice to suit 
your taste and flour to make a dough as 
stiff as for pound cake. Mix with a 
spoon, let rise till very light and bake as 
you would bread. 


STTJFFEi) BEEF. 


Have ready a handsome roastinc piece 
if beef that has hung foi several days. 
Mis a savory shilling as follows: Mince 
fine an onion about tin? size of a hen's 
*gg. and one pound o£ fat pork, add one 
teas])oonfnl of finely powdered thyme, 
one of savory and one of celery seed, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, o^| blad« of 
niafi', six (,'lovos, and twelve grains of 
allsj/ice, all finely pounded. 
Mix thor- 


oughly. 
Lay the beef in thx- pan ia 


which it is to bo roasted and with a 
sharp pointed knirc inake incisions all 
over it. Stick tbe knife deep into each 
and twist it nround s,o as to make tbe 
place large enough to bold the stuffing. 
Into place sprinkle a little salt and 
black pepper and n very tiny pinch of 
cnyonne popper. 
Stuff the plnees as 


full as possible. Hub the mf-at over with 
melted butter, dredge thickly with flour, 
put two quarts of watpr in the pan aud 
set it in die oven. Allow n quarter of 
an hour to e:i<*h pound. 
Ladle up the 


gravy over the meat constantly, and 
dredge on Hour a second time. It should 
be n rich brown when done, but should 
be slightly rare, on no account overdone. 
If not quite thick enough, the gravy 
should have a little thickening added. 
This beef is delicious when cold. 


SCALLOPED OYSTERS. 


Butter a baking dish well and cover 


the bottom of it with fine bread crumbs, 
sprinkle over these many bits of butter 
and lay on them a laypr of oysters. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and many 
more bits of butter, and another sprink- 
ling of crumbs. Repeat this process of 
oysters, crumbs and butter until the pan 
Is as full as you want it. Let the last 
layer be crumbs and butter. Pour over 
It one teacnnful of rich, sweet cream, 
and teacupfnl of oyster liquor. Set the 
pan in the oven for about fifteen min- 
utes, or until the top is nicely browned. 
The oven slould be hot. There «arevtwo 
essentials in cooking oysters; you should 
use a plenty of nice butter (it seems to 
develop their flavor) and they should not 
be left in the oven a minute after they 
are just done. 


LOBSTER A LA NEWBURG. 


Split two good-sized freshly boiled 


lobsters. Pick all the meat out from the 
shells. Then cut into one-inch lengths 
equal pieces. 
Place it in a saucepan on the hot 


range with one ounce of very good fresh 
butter, season with one pinch of salt 
and half a saltepoonfnl of red pepper, 
adding two medium-sized sound truffles 
cut *iato small dice-shaped pieces. Cook 
for five minutes, then add a little lemon 
Juice. 
Reduce to one-half, which will 
take three minutes. 


Have three egg yolks in a bowl with 


half a pint of sweet cream. Beat well 
together and add it to the lobster. 


Gently shuffle for two minutes longer, 


or until .it thickens well. Pour it into a 
hot tureen, and serve. 


LENTIL SOUP. 


Lentils, half a pint or one cupful; 


water, two quarts; seasoning, salt, pep- 
per and bay leaf. Pick over and wash 
the lentils, and put them to soak in 
plenty of cold water over night. In the 
morning drain off the water, add two 
quarts of fresh cold water, half a small 
onion chopped fine, and one bay leaf. 
Bring to a boil, then simmer gently for 
two hours, or until the lentils will mash 
easily. Press the whole through a sieve 
or fine colander, return it to the soup 
kettle, season to taste with salt and pep- 
per, let it boil up once and serve with 
small squares of toasted bread. 


EGG SOUP WITH HAM. 
For this soup, a ham bone from which 


all outside smoky surface has been cut 
away is excellent, or that if not con- 
venient, a slice of boiled ham (or raw 
Lam scalded in two waters after every 
t»it of outer discolored surface is re- 
moved) must be used. Pour oyer It two 
quarts of cold water. Let it simmer 
gently an hour, then beat eight eggs and 
add them to the liquor, using great pre- 
caution to prevent curdling. Chop a 
tablespoonful of parsley very fine, and 
stir into the soup with two scant tea- 
spoonfuls of salt and half a level table- 
spoonful of pepper. 


SCRAP SOUP. 


Put on early the bone and such scraps 


of roast as are left o,ver. in three quarts 
of cold water, adding any gravy that 
remains. Let it come to a boil slowly, 
and then boil moderately fast. At eleven 
add three potatoes and two onions, 
chopped fine, also, it yon. like it (and it 
Improves the soup wonderfully), a few 
bits of chopped red pepper; if not, a lit- 
tle celery; then add the left over corn 
and tomatoes. When done mix two ta- 
blespoonftils of flour carefully in water; 
add this; season well and serve io a hot 
tureeh. 


SCOTCH EGG SOUP. 


Two quarts of milk, into which slice 


an onion (nnd if the rnilk is over a day 
old as much baking soda as will cover a 
dime may be added); boil till the onion 
is tender. 
Mix two tablespoonfuls of 


butter nnd two medium tablespoonfnls 
of flour into a {ftste, which stir into the 
soup until it dissolves smoothly and the 
soup boils; season with two teaspoon- 
fnls of salt, and half a saltspoonfnl of 
pepper. Poach as many eggs as there 
are persons, drop them into the soap 
after it is in the tureen. 


LIVER SOUP. 


Five rents worth of beef liver, sliced 


thick, put on in~three quarts of cold 
water. Boil until tender, then take off 
the fire and grate. Return it to the 
kettle with three chopped potatoes and 
the samp number of onions. 
Season 


highly and flavor with parsley. To 
many people this is a delicious soup, and 
to busy housekeepers it has another 
merit besides that of cheapness—it only 
requires two hours to cook. 


SPINACH ON TOAST. 


Boil three heads of spinach until quite 


tender, in two quarts of well-salted 
water. 
Drain off the water, and put 


the spinach in a large b6wl with one 
hard boiled egg and a snltspoonful of 
black pepper. Chop all together, add a 
tablaspoonfnl of butter, and lay on 
small rounds of hot buttered toast.

StrpBBMB COURT AND ALLEGED 


CAS MONOPOLIES 


* ,A. decision of considerable Impor- 
tance has just been rendered by the 
Massachusetts supreme court. In sub- 
stance it is that gas companies have 
not a monopoly of the gas business in 
any c'ommunity and that private or 
competing concerns may occupy the 
public streets with pipes-, make, use 
or sell gas in spite of the charters of 
existing companies. Of course, per- 
mission from the local authorities is 
necessary. The substance of this de- 
cision had been anticipated by stu- 
dents of the problems of public light- 
Ing, and no doubt it comes as no sur- 
prise to those who know the law of 
the matter. But some gas companies 
have asumed that their charters gave 
ti.rns a complete monopoly and that 
the only way competition could c'ome 
to them was by way of special legisla- 
tive permission and sanction. 
Some 


ehniters may Intend a monopoly, but 
there is now little doubt that the su- 
preme court w'ould hold as void any 
provision that meant monopoly. 


The decision we refer to was ren- 


dered ton a cose arising in Clinton. 
The Bigelow Carpet Company duly se- 
cured permissJon to lay gas pipes in 
the pub'ic streets for its own conven- 
ience. Ihe Clinton Gas company ob- 
fected and secured an irrunctlon. The 
Injunction was- disobeyed by the car- 
pet company, whose- treasurer was or- 


fined and imprisoned for con- 


tempt of court in disregarding the in- 
junction. The case was carried to t»ic 
tupremr court by the carpet Company 
ft.ii .Ti U;ce Knowlton set .xside ttie 
ordei of the superior court ju-Jg> who 
Imp'osed fine and imprisonment on the 
company's officer. 
It was the inten- 


tion of the gas\company that its char- 
ter gave it monopolistic privileges ID 
ti»« street*, which it might and Should 
protect, the argument being that If 
airy corporation might lay any length 
of pipe it might lawfully lay pipes 


1 1 throughout the whole town and paral- 


lel the gas company's system. Coun- 
Kl for the gas company contended 
that gas companies enjoyed a monop- 
>(y regulated by the state and that dc- 


' , jlslons of the court! had so regarded 


fb* privileges of such compute*. 


Judge Knowlton declined to acept thtt 
view and, in rendering his adverse de- 
cision, cald: 


" The real point in the case !s that 


the gas company contends that it has 
a monopoly of the gas busineu. There 
is no warrant for such a claim In ihe 
common law, and the only statute on 
the subject Is the one giving gas com- 
panies a right of appeal from the de- 
cision of selectmen where locations 
are granted to rival companies. That 
seems to be the fundamental question 
in tiie case. Now my view of the case 
is this: The statute was enacted m 
the public Interest and the legislature 
may well have thought that where the 
public service Is being performed there 
should not be another company thrust 
into competition 
with the existing 


company 
without first permission 


being granted by the public authori- 
ties, and in such case the legislature 
may well have deemed it wise that the 
existing company, as c»e of the public, 
should have a right to be heard, more 
especially when it is considered that 
such company would be likely to fully 
present at least one side of the case 
for the public." 


Of course one of the very !ast things 


an Intelligent public would do would 
be to throw open its streets to the 
mercy of competing gas companies in 
order to get better pubUc service. But 
it makes us all feel a little safer to 
know that this or something1 approach- 
ing it can be done when public service 
demands it, and this decision will do 
much to remind gas companies that 
they do well by themselves when they 
do w*ll by the public.

If he finds physical 
waste in the public schools—and it can 
be found in them—he should not has^ 
ten to blame the colleges. It is true 
the colleges ask a good deal from the 
high schools and it is also true that 
they seem determined to ask more, but 
who, 
after a study of the situation, 


will say they are asking too much? 
What would be the condition of our 
high schools if it were not for the col- 
leges? If the colleges did not set a 
standard and compel the high schools 
to come up to it the high schools would 
become a snap for left-oft teaching ma 
terial and the public w'ould be lulled 
to sleep over the matter by meaning- 
less exhibtions and a few pupils saw- 
ing the wind on graduation day. The 
college influence and the college de- 
mand are the best things the public 
schools have met, Rev. Mr. Rowley to 
the contrary. The physical tax upon 
the pupils is not put upon them by the 
colleges, nor by the principals and 
teachers of high schools. 
It Is put 


upon them by school superintendents, 
whose senseless attempts to include 
the universe and something more in 
in the subjects taught sap the strength 
and waste the time ttf the pupils. In 
many cases anything resembling edu- 
cation, or any thing preparatory to 
education, does not begin until the 
high school is reached. 
The high 


school IB asked to do all the essential 
work In four years and throw In a 
business course or golf course besides. 
If Rev. Mr. Rowley had known more 
he would have let the colleges alone 
and have gone hammer and tongs after 
the infallible school superintendent,

ristant postmaster general, states that 
on July 1 next toe new system of rural 
free mall delivery will go Into effect 
over all star routes In states north of 
Kortb Carolina acd east of Ohio, 


According to tbe public notice those 


who so desire may have the mall that 
Is addressed to them delivered by the 
carriers into boxes along the lines of 
the several routes. Any person living 
on or near tbe route and not within tbe 
corporate limits of any town or within 
80 rods of any postoflke who desires 
bis mail deposited ioto a box on the 
lino of the route by tbe carrier on said 
route may provide and erect a suitable 
box on the roadside, located in such 
manner as to be reached as conven- 
iently as practicable by the carrier, and 
such person shall file with tbe posfmas- 
ter at the postofflce to which his mail 
is addressed, viblcb shall be one of tbe 
two postoQJces on tbe route on either 
side of and n^xt to tbe box, a request 
in writing for the delivery of bis mail 
to tlie carrier on the route £or deposit 
into said mail box at tbe risk of tbe 
addressee. 


It shall be the duty of the postmas- 


ter at every such postofflce, upon a 
.written order from any person living on 
or near the route, to deliver to the prop- 
er mail carrier for that route any mail 
matter, except registered mail, with in- 
structions as to- the proper mail box 
Into wblcb said mail matter shall be 
deposited, but no mail natter so deliv- 
ered to a carrier for fldposif shall be 
carried past another poetoffice on tbe 
route before belag deposited Into a 
mail box. 


The carrier will be required to re- 


ceivts from any postmaster on the route 
any mail matter that may be intrusted 
to him outside of the usual mail bag 
and shall carry such mail matter to 
and deposit it into the proper boxea 
placed on tbe line of tbe route for this 
purpose, such service by the carrier to 
be without charge to tbe addressees. 
Tbe department does not prescribe any 
particular design of box to be, used for 
this service, but the person providing 
a box should see that it is of such 
character as to afford ample protection 
to his mail. If there is a lock attached, 
a key is not to be beld by tbe carrier, 
as be is expected to deposit tbe mail 
into the box through an opening so ar- 
ranged as qpt to admit of tbe mall be- 
ing extracted from tbe box thereby. 
Tbe box should be so located on tbe 
roadside that the carrier can deposit 
mail therein without leaving bis ve- 
hicle. 


The carrier is not required to collect 


mall from tbe boxes, but tbe law pro- 
vides that every carrier of tbe mail 
shall receive any mail matter present- 
ed to bim ff properly'prepafd by stamps 
and deliver tbe same for dialling at tbe 
next pqstofflce at .which he arrives.

The first brigade returned to camp 


this afternoon from the sham battle, 
sore in spirit" and in flesh, after an ex- 
perience of two days that w'ouid be 
amusing to tire men if it were not so 
trying. To put the climax on a far- 
cical plan of maneuvres£: the troops 
were marched oack to fcamp*nine miles 
under a broiling sun and through dust 
covered roads, half of the way to 
music and in close formation. Some of 
the men were-'oh the verge of collapse 
from the experience and Maj. Pierce bf 
tbe third battalion of the* 2d regiment, 
was overcome by tht heat and spent 
several hours in the hospital. 


The day's dctogs had a distinctly lu- 


dicrous side, including the movement 
of Gen. Mathewg, with bne aid, into a 
patrol of his enemy, exposing him to 
certain capture, had the 
maneuvers 


followed the principles bf war, and his 
message to Col. Clark in the morning, 
before the resumption bf hostilities, 
asking how much ammunition he had 
and when he was going to commence 
the attack. 


When night fell yesterday on Pegan 


hill, held as the last rtand of Col. 
Clark's forces, he at once set out se- 
curing his position by placing outposts 
at the base of the hill in all directions 
to guard against surprise, although It 
was not bn the program for Gen. Mat- 
hew£ to attack during the night. Maj. 
Piefce and Adj. Parkhurst of the 2d 
regiment placed three outposts. 


During the evening Gen. Mathews 


•went out to rec'onnoiter for himself, 
attended only by one aide, and they 
unwittingly ran into one of the out- 
posts, which was lying concealed be- 
hind a wall and trees. In actual war- 
fare he could not have escaped cap- 
ture. He Intended to send a flanking 
column against Col. Clark, but was 
deterred from this by the discovery of 
a roll belonging to a man In M Co. of 
the 2d regiment, which the soldier had 
laid down, thus showing the presence 
of the enemy. The G*nerat\was heard 
to say, "We'll have to give that up," 
and then he rode peacefully away.

Against George W, Chase of This City. 


Important Patent Decision 


The suit of Ton brothers against 


George W. Chase of this city for in- 
fringejtient of patent 
in connection 


with the seamless shV)e manufacture, 
was heard before Judge Colt in the 
United States circuit court In Boston 
yesterday, the hearing1 occupied con- 
ilderable time. Yon bfothers brought 
action against Mr. Chase for the man- 
ufacture of seamless shoes under their 
patent without authority to d'o so. Mr. 
Chase's claim was that he held pat- 
ents which seemed to conflict with the 
Yon patent. The court held, after a 
lengthy hearing, that Ton brothers 
patent had the priority, and that Mr. 
Chase had no right to use'It, In apite 
of the patent he holds. 


The case involved the same features 


that were brought tout in the recent 
case of N. L. Mlllard & Co against O. 
W. Chase, the Mlllard company being 
licensee* of Ton brothers!, and the case

A SPEEDY AIRSHIP. 


Plttsfcnr* H«» Working on • Car D*- 


•iltned to Cnrrr Thirty Persons. 
In Windsor park a company of Pitts- 


burg men beaded by John Allen la 
building an airship, says a Chicago 
dispatch to tbe New York Evening 
Sun. Those interested in the scheme 
talk enthusiastically among them- 
selves, but reluctantly to outsiders. Al- 
len, the inventor, arrives at the work- 
shop at 8 o'clock every mornlng~and 
leaves about 7 o'clock In the evening. 
This has been going en for a few 
weeks. Tbe part of the airship which 
is expected to cause it to rise Is shaped 
like a fish. This will be made of silk 
and contains numerous small bags fill- 
ed with gas which Is to be generated in 
the car for passengers. On top of tbe 
fish shaped body will be other small 
bags containing a reserve of gas ia 
case of accident. Tbe fish shaped part 
will be about 40 feet long. 
.Below will be an aluminium struc- 
ture ia which is to be a shaft attached 
to a propeller. This propeller Is to be 
operated by electricity generated in 
the passenger car. The aluminium car 
will hang Just below the propeller and 
will have a seatiijg capacity of 30 per- 
sons. The propeller w<ll be capable of 
making 2,500 revolutions a minute, 
producing a speed of nearly 75 miles an 
hour.

In a communication to the state de- 


partment at 
Washington 
Richard 


Guenther, consul general at Frankfort, 
Germany, says: 


"German papers speak of an annual 


plant growing in tropical, Africa, be- 
longing to the leguminous class, which 
is largely cultivated by the negroes 
as a food article. It has also been in- 
troduced to some extent in southern 
Asia and in Brazil. It is called woand- 
su by the African negroes. 
The bo- 


tanical name is Glycine subterranca. 


"The French expert chemist of ali- 


ments has recently analyzed the fruit 
of the woandsu with reference to its 
chemical composition and its value as 
food. The fruit, like the peanut, 
tures under ground. The eatable ker- 
nel has the shape of an. egg and is 
dark and red, with black stripes and 
a white hilum, like most beans. It fur- 
nishes a very white flour, whose flavor 
after cooking much resembles that of 
chestnuts. The chemical composition 
is 58 per cent of starchy substance, 19 
per cent nitrogenous, 10 per cent wa- 
ter, 6 per cent oil, 4 per cent cellulose 
substance and 3 per cent ashes. It 
will be seen that two pounds of these 
beans would supply the daily require- 
ments of the human system. 


"M. Balland, who has had wide ex- 


perience in the chemistry of nutri- 
ments, calls this fruit the first one 
found by him in a natural state which 
shows all the chemical properties of a 
•<erfect nutriment." 


A "Big Canal Scbeme In Anntrla. 
A vast canal scheme is BOW under 


consideration by the Austrian parlia- 
ment, according to a report received at 
the state department in Washington 
from Consul Mahin at Relchenfierg. 
The plan contemplates a canal from a 
projected Odor-Danube waterway east- 
.ward to the Dneister river, which flows 
into the Black sea, another westward 
to the Elbe and still another to join 
the Danube and Moldau rivers. This 
would mean a network of canals cover- 
Ins the principal provinces of Austria, 
affording cheap all water routes to the 
Adriatic, Black and Baltic seas and 
Unking the navigable streams of the 
empire. The sche»ne was at first re- 
ceived with considerable enthusiasm, 
the government announcing that $150,- 
000,000 would be appropriated for it, 
each, interested province bearing ashare 
of the burden. But the agrarian element 
has begun a strong opposition to it, as 
setting that by cheapening freight rates 
the canals would flood Austria with 
foreign food products. The project is 
strongly supported, however, by manu- 
facturing and commercial Interests 
generally, and Consul Mahin says, 
though its fate is uncertain, there are 
strong hopes of its passage.

DARING CYCLISTS' FEAT. 


Two Motor Rider* Propo»e to llnee 


a Fast Locomotive. 


A frail looking motor tandem versus 


a monster locomotive—this is the star- 
tling competition proposed by two dar- 
ing cyclists, Charles S. Henshaw and 
Oscar Hedstrom, both noted pacemak- 
ers, says the New York Journal. The 
nervy pair are even now training for 
the ride and have several times ven- 
tured to keep pace with flying cngims 
for a short distance where the bed at 
the side would permit. Their success in 
maintaining the terrific speed required 
has convinced them they can accom- 
plish the feat.

I Refuted a Story of Boer Barbarism. 


Adalbert Hay, who was killed in such 


a tragic manner at New Havea, was 
born in 187C in Cleveland. After his 
boyhood school work was completed he 
went to St. Paul's school at Concord, 
N. H., where he prepared for Yale, and 
be was graduated at Yale In 1898. It 
college he was known as a bard stu- 
dent. At the conclusion of his college 
course lie went to "Washington. 
In 


May, 
1900, he was appointed United 


States consul to Pretoria, succeeding 
Macrum of Ohio at that pobt. His uni- 
form courtesy to both British and 
Boers won for him an enviable reputa- 
tion. 
He left South Africa on Jan. 


81, this year, staid for awhile in Lon- 
don on his homeward journey and got 
to New York on March 17. At Wash- 
Jngton he refused to make any state- 
ments as to the cause of his return un- 
til he had been here some time. Then 
he said that the cost of living at the 
former Boer capital was too high. 


An American writer who saw a good 


deal of Mr. Hay la South Africa had 
this to say to a New Yorfc Sun re- 
porter of the consul's work there: 


"When Mr. Hay arrived In Pretoria, 


bis reception by the officials of the Boer 
government was not remarkable on ac- 
count of its warmth. 
Friends of his 


predecessor had spread the report that 
he was an ardent British sympathizer, 
the local newspapers reported that he 
bad stopped over In London to receive 
Instructions from the British colonial 
secretary, and a strong impression pre- 
vailed that the new consul was more or 
less of a British spy. ,So fearful of the 
newcomer were the Boer government 
officials that It was once determined 
bot to issue an exequatur to him, and it 
was only through the intervention of 
several Americans then in Pretoria 
that he was officially recognized as our 
consul. Within a week after his ar- 
rival In Pretoria Mr. Hay had over- 
come the prejudice of the Boer officials, 
nnd when Commandant General Jou- 
bert was buried the government show- 
ed its appreciation of Mr. Hay and his 
work by giving him precedence over all 
the other foreign embassadors and con- 
suls in the funeral procession. 


"In the stirring times that preceded 


the evacuation of Pretoria Consul Hay 
played a most important and distin- 
guished part He was the intermediary 
between the thousands of British pris- 
oners and civilians then In that city 
nnd the government officials, and the 
post required the greatest diplomacy 
and tact. He was obliged to deliver 
to the prisoners thousands of pounds of 
money sent into the country by their 
friends, every one of the tens of thou- 
sands of letters to nnd from the prison- 
ers passed through his hands for ex- 
amination, and every complaint or in- 
quiry thnt came to him from the pris- 
oners' camps and from their friends In 
England needed his personal attention. 


"Added to these duties we.re those 


'devolving upon him as the guardian of 
the hundreds of Americans in the Boer 
counfry. The American consulate was 
the Mecca of every American who 
needed advice, assistance or money, 
and in times of war there are few peo- 
ple who need no such help. The letters 
and cablegrams ifcat reached the con- 
sulate made it appear as if every per- 
Bon in America who had missing rela- 
tives was positive that Mr. Hay could 
fiud him in the Boer army somewhere. 
Every person <vho owned a bit of prop- 
erty In Pretoria or Johannesburg, 
whence he had fled at the beginning of 
the war, asked Mr. Hay to give it his 
personal attention until peace was re- 
stored, and almost every man with a 
bill of claim against a Boer citizen or 
the Boer governments wrote to Mr. 
Hay asking him to collect and forward 
the money at once. 


"When the sound of the British guna 


came from the outskirts of Pretoria 
and the Boer officials were fleeing from 
the city, Consul Hay was practically 
the head of the interregnum local gov- 
ernment. The Boer commandos dash- 
ing through the streets were increasing 
the intensity of the panic in the city, 
the 7,000 prisoners were overwhelming 
their guardians, and disorder prevailed 
everywhere. In the midst of this state 
of affairs Consul Hay assumed control 
and by most admirable management 
restored order out of chaos. City af- 
fairs were put under able management, 
the turbulent prisoners were restrained 
from becoming a lawless mob, and 
when Lord Roberts entered the city 
there was not a sign of disorder or 
commotion. 


i "With the coming of the British army 
Consul Hay was relieved of the neces- 
rity of caring for the British Interests, 
but his duties in other lines increased. 
There may have been several days 
Uvhen he was engaged on consular work 
for less than 10 hours, but the contrary 
,was the rule. He and his vice consul, 
IJohn Gardiner Coolidge of Boston? 
,w6rked harder than any other persons 
in Pretoria, with the possible exception 
of Lords Roberts and Kitchener. 
It 


rarely happens that a public official 
pleases every one with whom he deals, 


went a degree of personal 
that. taoush never recklessly or boast- 
ingly evidenced, waa still manifested 
ou op.ore than one occasion. 


An luataace of this was shown at 


Gibraltar, \oung Hay was on bis way 
out to the phil'ppi&es, a civilian pas- 
senger ou an army transport carrying 
a volunteer regiment to Manila. At 
Gibraltar the men tad shore leave, and 
when the hour for sailing arrived half 
of the volunteers were not aboard. 
The company officers rounded up those 
IE Gibraltar proper, but they could not 
go la uniform in chase of roisterers 
who had found a welcome hiding place 
among the Spanish drinking house 
keepers across the border. Adelbert 
Hay volunteered to act as provost mar- 
shal, and lie soon emptied the dives, 
dragged out the skulkers and drove 
them dofrva to their ship. When Rich- 
ard Harding Davis returned from the 
Transvaal, he told an amusing story of 
the young consul that had been car- 
rent in the British linqs.^ It seems that 
the Boers were In the habit of coating 
the ends of their bullets with a kind 
of grease to keep them from splitting 
In the gun barrels. After a time the 
grease toolc on an emerald hue. Some 
British soldiers found a number of the 
projectiles, and Immediately the story 
went abroad that the Boers used 
poisoned bullets. Consul Hay happen- 
ed to go into a British tent where some 
of the bullets were being examined. 
He asked to see one of them. When it 
was banded to him, he smelled of It. 


"Why, 
these must have fallen Into a 


pudding by mistake," he said. "They're 
flavored with wintergreen," saying 
which he licked oft the green coating 
with apparent relish. And that ended 
the story of Boer barbarism.

to Reach «1,500,OOO,OOO 


For Current Fiscal Year. 


Exports from the United States In 


the fiscal year 1901, now about to end, 
will probably reach $1,500,000,000, the 
highest point ever recorded for a sin- 
gle year In the history of our export 
trade, according to the figures of the 
treasury bureau of statistics. For the 
11 months ending with May, 1901, the 
total exports were §1,385,013,595. being 
double those of the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1889 and §100,000,000 In excess 
of the total for the eleven months of 
last year, which broke all previous rec- 
ords, 
f

The distribution of our exports dar- 


ing the year among the grand divi- 
sions, basing ^he estimate upon the per- 
centage for ten months already availa- 
ble, will be In about the following pro- 
portions: To Europe, §1,155,000,000 as 
against $1,040,000,000 last year; to 
North America, §195,000.000 as against 
§lS7.600.000/last year; to South Ameri- 
ca, §44,000?000 as compared with $38.- 
900,000 in 1000; to Asia, ?48.000,OQO as 
against nearly £65,000,000 in 1900; to 
Oceania, $36,000,000 as against §43,- 
400,000 last year, and to Africa, $26,- 
000,000 as against §19.500,000 in the 
preceding year. It will be observed 
that'the only decreases will be in our 
exports to Asia, where unsettled con- 
ditions In China have seriously affected 
trade, and to Oceania, from which 
Hawaii has been omitted as a foreign 
country since its organization as a ter- 
ritory of the United States. 


To products of agriculture is due the 


credit for the greater portion of the in- 
crease In our exports during the pres- 
ent year. In the ten months lor which 
detailed figures are available products 
of agriculture were valued at $811.591,- 
055 and formed 65.53 per cent of the to- 
tal domestic exports. Last,,year they 
amounted to §717,372,746 and formed 


I' but 62.21 per cent of the total domestic 


exports. For the same period of this 
year manufactures aggregated §339,- 
310,614 and formed 27.40 per cent of 
the domestic exports, while last year 
they were §352,671,206 and formed 
80.60 per cent of the value of domestic 
exports. The exports of agricultural 
products for the full fiscal year will be 
about §950,000,000 as against §835,858,- 
123 last year, while^.those of manufac- 
tures will be about §405,000,000 as com- 
pared with $433,851,756 last year.

WARSHIP PASSES HELLGATE 


Secretary Lena* Forbid* a Repetition 


of the Ma*ue]uuiptt»' Feat. 


The United States battleship Massa- 


chusetts, Captain B'. N. Manney com- 
majidiflg, left the navy yard at 11:50 a', 
m. the other day on her way through 
Bell Gate to the smooth waters of 
long. Island jound beyond, where she 
was to test her compasses, says the 
New Tork Times. An hour later the 
big ship passed the most dangerous 
point in the channel and, according to 
80151* of the onlookers, narrowly avert- 
ed $1 accident. She ran too close, it 
was said, to Blackwell's island, pass- 
ing within about 75 feet of a dangerous 
ledge of rocks at that point In her 
attempts to avoid these obstructions 
she forced herself too close-to the 
Bhore and was compelled to back wa- 
ter with her starboard screw in order 
to prevent touching the rocky bed. 


The battleship was preceded through 


the gate by (be New Hampshire. The 
tugs and harbor craft in the vicinity 
•aluted both vessels. The New Hamp- 
shire replied, but the Massachusetts 
did not notice the courtesies until she 
had passed the danger point, when she 
replied to a few of the greetings. 


There were many adverse comments 


•t the navy yard over the determina- 
tion of Captain Manney to take the 
Massachusetts through the narrow en- 
trance at Hell Gale, but the captain 
was certain that the attempt was not 
a hazardous one and acted accordingly. 


The navy department has taken cog- 


nizance of the action of the command- 
er of the battleship Massachusetts in 
going through Hell Gate on bis way 
from New York to Newburyport. 


This course is regarded as extremely 


dangerous for a ship of the dimensions 
of the Massachusetts, and as a result 
Secretary Long issued a stringent or- 
der that hereafter no battleship shall 
go through Hell Gate except under 
conditions of exceptional emergency.

A day or two ago it was stated in the 


dally papers that Miss K. McDonald, 
teacher in grade three, Libetty street 
school, -who whipped Lula Boyington 
on the fice with a rule and thereby 
left several long marks for which I 
made complaint to Supt.

home from school had fallen on the 
railroad track. I still belie «e that the 
child was struck in the face with a 
rule. 
Miss McDonald acknowledged 


that to myself and wife and "some of 
the school children, not those coached 
up by the superintendent. Into telling 
trther stories, also say the same thing. 
Moreover the children state that Miss 
McDonald, after whipping the child 
in the face critically examined her 
face several times and there •was also 
marks on the child's face before she 
left the schobl room. These could not 
possibly have been made by falling1 on 
the railroad track. As far as the in- 
vestigation by the school committee 
was concerned I think they acted in 
good faith to a certain extent, but 
that they made a mistake In trusting 
too much to the integrity of the super- 
intendent, who I think had prepared 
the case for them. In connection -with 
the case I think the superintendent 
knew that such marks could not have 
been made by falling as he urgently 
requested me to keep the child but of 
school until the marks had disappear 
ed' from her face.

It is reported on what appears to bo 


good authority that Mr. Kipling is j 
soon to return to the United States and) j 
again take up his home at Naulahka^' j 
near Brattleboro, Vt, says tbe PhUa-J | 
delpfiia Press. Mr. Kipling has not; 
been in tbe United States since his 
rather abrupt departure in the fall of 
1807, after tbe trouble with his brother-j 
In-law. which has now become a mat-j 
ter of literary history.

"Kim," now appearing as a serial in 
one of the magazines, is meeting with' 
most favorable criticism, especially on 
the other side of the water. Tbe Lon-' 
don Academy pronounces it the stron- 
gest piece of work which be bas yet1 
done. Tbe present 
publishers 
an-, 


nounce unofficially tbat it will run to, 
over 150,000 words. Much of the In- 
terest in the story, both here and' 
abroad, arises from a desire on. .the 
part of the critics to see Just what Mr.1 
Kipling can do with a long novel.; 
"The Naulabka" and "The Light That 
Failed" were both of them elongated 
short stories rather than novels, and 
tbe same might be said of "Captains 
Courageous," which was referred to by. 
the literary critic of the New York Sun 
At tbe time of Its appearance as "a 
brilliantly elaborated incident" 


"Kim" is a novel in every sense of 


the word. If common report is to be 
believed, Mr. Kipling bos always wish- 
ed to get at something of this sort, and 
early in his career even began work 
on two such attempts, neither of which' 
was ever completed.

The statement 
sent out by a Wil- 


liams Committee and published in yes- 
terday's Transcript is tased on the 
sworn statements of all of the Wil- 
liams 'players and Dr F. H. Howard 
of Williamstown and • represents the 
case as fsirly as is possible. The state- 
ment from Amherst follows: 


"The statement which appeared yes- 


terday in regard to the treatment ac- 
corded tlie Williams men in Mondav'e 
ball game has aroused some comment 
at Amhsrst and the feeling is general 
that the story as told b*- Williams does 
not accurately represent the facts as 
they occurred. The folio wins is pub- 
"ished with full sanction and on the 
highest authority and 
endeavors to 


present the facts of the 
occurence 


and the view taken of the situation b;- 
Amherst undergraduates and alumni. 
The circumstances attending the game 
are sincerely deplored. It is a fact that 
tlie present season has been

the intention of breaking

nerves of the opposing players. It is 
to l>e hoped that another year

Amherst has made no comment on thp
